Suddenly thero was a scarcely imper- 
coptiblo movement of Peers and Repre- 
sentatives straightening themselves up and 
hending their hoads, Occupants of the 
balcony roso to their feet and kept their 
eyea transfixed upon the right dour. A 
second clapsed, the officers of the Imperis1 
Houschold bowed low, -flis Imperial 
Majesty, tho Emperor of Japun, passed 
towards the throne. Without ermine robe, 
or robe of any kind, but dressed in 
the uniform of a Field Marshal, the 
Mikado walked with short sharp steps,

foundly gratified at Your Majesty's deciar- 
ing war against Russia. Qur expeditionary 
foreen are winning victory after viotory, 
and are conducting operations with loyalty 
and bravery. For all this wa are sincorely 
grateful to Your Majesty. It shall be our 
humble efforts, in confurmity with Your 
Majesty's ordors and wishes, to adiecharge 
our legislative duties.’ 

That they will diechurge thoir legisla 
duties loyally is certain, fur in all their ac. 
tions they have displayed a determination 
to drag the nation out of ite present pre- 
dicament with honour and glory if possi- 
blo. The dissolution of the Inst Diet was 
duo to the words ¢ policy of temporising at 
hom, failure to rise to opportunities 
abroad,’ which were couched in the Lower 
Houso’s reply to the Speech from the 
Throne, Pas which was regarded as @ vote 
of censure, but now that the Oabinet haa 
shown that ‘opportunities abroad’ haye 
been seized und o war has been commenced 
azainst Russia, the Opposition are content 
to help the Government along by every 
means in their power. Had not the war 
intervened, the Gorernment would havo 
been tackled by the Progressista on itn 
domestic and forsign in the past, 
and, since the Progroasists now have @ 
majority, tho chances ase that the Govern. 
mont would ance again huve been called 
upon te resign.

THE FREIGHT MARKET. 
Tn their freight circular dated Saturday, 
Mth April, Messer Lamke and’ Ro.ge 
write :— : 
During the time that has clapued since 
issue of last report, the freight market has 
ruled rather quiet, and only a very mo- 
aerate amount of business has been put 
through, whilet rates of froight in most 
directions are weaker: The Southern 
market is however not overburdened with 
tonnage and unless steamers aro thrown 
on this market from Japan aud Northern 
ports,~which though not likely is not 
quite impossible,—it is confidontly ex- 
pected that inatters will mend at an carly 
date. 7 
As regard Saigon businos:, the market

From Bangkok to this, a mall demand 
bas aprung up resulting in the Clis.ter of & 
handy rized steamor at 32) centa per picul 
insido the bar, Further business may be 
practicable provided nothing hampers the 
arrival of Paddy from the producing dis- 
tricta. 

Regarding Northern business, tho port 
of Newchwang has since opened and it is 
reported that, a few days ago, ninetcen 
steamers were busily louding for Awoy, 
Swatow and Canton. Business ix however 
seriously interfered with by tho Russian 
authoritics and it is quite an opon ques. 
tion, whether further chartering will be 
possible at all. Shippors sro of course 
very anxious to bring their produce on the 
way and aro prepared to pay high tates, 60 
cents per picul or even more but, ut pro- 
rent, things are at o deadlock ponding fur- 
ther advices from the North. 

Coal freights from Japan ports are rathor 
weaker, partly owing to a temporary over- 
supply of tounage, but also in consequence 
of n somowhat rluggish local coal market 
and heavy stocka, A charter ia reported 
Moji to this at $2.75 por ton, but tonnage, 
though large sizo only, can now be had 
even cheaper, For Singapore, business 
has heen dono here and in London at 83 
per ton, 

On monthly terms, the sub-churter of n 
steamer originally taken up on Jupanese 
account, ia reported, terms reserved, 
Thoro is no further demand at presont,

German Admiral on Torpedoes. 

Un the 10th ule., the Badgot Commis- 
sion of tho Gorman Reichstag, passed 
Paragraphs 10 to 16 of the Naval Esti- 
mates, dealing with torpedo-honts, Ad- 
mital von Tirpitz, Secrotary of State for 
tha Navy, contended that battleships wore 
the kernel ofa fighting Fleet, adding that 
the present war had demonstrated the im- 
portance of n homogeneous Flect. The 
success of the Japanese torpedo attacks, 
the Minister declared, waa merely due ta 
the inability of the Russians to ward thom 
off. Torpedoca would always have their 
opportunities, but on the whole their im:
